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Tccn-Agcrs Can Drive Safety 

Student school-bus drivers in North Carolina are 
rolling up n safety record that provides a strong re- 
buttal to often-repeated charges of teen-age reckless- 
ness on our streets and highways. 

This fall, the young North Carolinians are haul- 
ing approximately 600,000 of their schoolmates to and 
from classes. By June, they will have logged another 
50,000,000 miles, in all kinds of weather, on the roads 
that cut through the soft red earth and the high green 
pines of the Tarheel State. 

The teen-age drivers, 7,000 of them, run the 
largest pupil-driven school transportation network 
in the United States. They have given North Caro- 
lina — first state to turn over the wheel to youth — one 
of the best school-bus safety records in the nation. 

South Carolina, and a score of other states, 
notably in the South and Southwest, according to 
the U. S. Office of Education, are following North 
Carolina's leadership in some degree. They are de- 
veloping common sense and responsibility in the 
hot-rod generation. 

This goes to prove that teen-agers not only are 
very skillful drivers but also have excellent judg- 
ment. The big problem seems to be that they fail 
to use the good judgment they possess.

Economic Highlights 

Events moved fast after the Soviet launching of 
Sputnik, the "baby moon" — coming as it did, hard on 
the heels of a Soviet claim that they had perfected 
some form of interplanetary ballistics missile. 

The initial reaction to the earth satellite, natur- 
ally enough, was generally one of surprise and shock. 
The ballistics missile claim could and has been dis- 
counted to some extent. But Sputnik was something 
else again. It was no communist propaganda trick. 
Scientists and others the world over saw and tracked 
the satellite — whizzing around the earth at 18,000 
miles an hour at a height of more than 500 miles — 
and recorded its radio transmissions. 

The concern, of course, was not over the satel- 
lite itself. Sputnik was not a weapon, and there was 
no reason to fenr it. The great danger — in Western 
eyes — is that Soviet science may have a big lead on 
the rest of the world, most particularly in the field 
of rocketry. The satellite, according to the scien- 
tists, must have been launched by a staged rocket — a 
device which is almost unbelievably complex and 
difficult to construct. Such rockets, once they are 
sufficiently developed, will be able to launch guided 
missiles of great accuracy and almost limitless range. 
And it is no secret that this country and the Soviet 
Union are in a grim race to produce practical inter- 
continental missiles with H-bomb warheads. 

President Eisenhower, a few days after Sputnik's 
launching, went to considerable length to discount 
the military importance of the satellite, and to re- 
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assure this country as to where we stand. Soon, he 
said, we will send up n series of small test satellites, 
and in March launch one scientifically superior to the 
Russians', And he stressed that we are giving top 
priority to missile development. 

However, there is no doubt that the satellite has 
given Washington a great deal to think about. The 
new Secretary of Defense, Nell H. McElroy, said at 
his first press conference that it may be necessary to 
speed the missile program. The satellite, he added, 
proves that Soviet science has made great progress 
with missiles. 

That brings up a really big three-pronged ques- 
tion— are we lagging behind in the missile race; if 
so, why, and what can be done about it? Numerous 
experts think we may be lagging, and one reason is 
frequently given. The Portland Orcgonian puts it 
in these words: ". . . the U. S. Missile program is 
lagging chiefly because of jealousies and bickering 
among the three armed services competing in this 
field, and because the U. S. Defense Department has 
failed to force them to work together amicably." 
There is small doubt that the Army, the Navy, and 
the Air Force, have all tried to take the center of the 
spotlight — and to obtain the lion's share of the vast 
funds involved in missile research, testing and de- 
velopment. The result, say many observers, has 
been a waste of money, materials, manpower and what 
may be the most precious commodity of all — time. 

The Orcgonian proposes a simple solution — that 
we '*. . . get all our brains in the same loboratory, 
and quit worrying about the color of the uniforms." 
If the Soviet satellite helps to bring that about, our 
cold war enemies will obviously have done us a big 
favor. 

What If You Home Burned Down? 

What would you do if your house burned down? 
There's a superficially easy onswer to that question 
— you'd rebuild it with the insurance money. 

However, unless you're one of a comparatively 
small minority of people, you'd be shocked to learn 
just how inadequate your fire insurance coverage is. 

The main reason that is true is explained by one 
little word— inflation. Sylvia Porter tells the story 
in one of her recent syndicated columns. A house 
that cost $8,000 in 1937 would cost $21,000 to replace 
today. A house that cost $12,000 as late as 19-16 car- 
ries an $18,300 price tag now. So it goes. Miss Por- 
ter quotes an authority on the subject as saying: 
"There's no doubt that the overwhelming percentage 
of America's tens of millions of homeowners are 
undcrinsured." 

The same thing 
is true, and in many cases to an even greater degree, 
of the contents of our homes.

Then, on top of 
that, inflation has driven up the replacement cost 
of all commodities, just as it has driven up construc- 
tion and repair costs. 

This year fire losses will hit an all-time high, and 
may reach or pass $1 billion. Your home and every- 
thing in it could help make up that grim statistic.

Since enrly September, the door 
to useful activity hna been open to 
10 youngsters who a few years ago 
faced a life of hopelessness with no 
program to meet the menial retard- 
ation with which they were born. 

The youngsters are happy, feel 
useful to society and have the satis- 
faction of knowing that they can 
make things to sell. 

The "door to opportunity" was 
opened by the Retarded Children's 
Educational Society of Lake Coun- 
ty with the establishment of a 
sheltered workshop in the old Druce 
Lake school at Route 45 and Rollins 
road for students 10 and over. 

Under adult supervision, the boys 
and girls are busily occupied weav- 
ing rugs and baskets, making lunch- 
eon sets and hot pads, working on 
leather bells, watchbands and coin 
purses or engaging in woodwork, 
plastic jewelry and other handcraft. 

These ■ teen-agers ore reportedly 
a very well-behaved group of stu- 
dents, Most of them recccivcd ear- 
lier training and education -in class- 
es sponsored by the society in Zion, 
North Chicago, Libcrtyville and Gur- 
nee during the past three years. 
Make Articles for Christmas 

The workshop is in operation un- 
der the direction of Alex Brown, a 
former carpenter-contractor. Arti- 
cles, suitable for Christmas or birth- 
day gifts, arc now on sale to the 
public at the work shop. 

"These youngsters are eager and 
proud to be able to produce articles 
they can sell to the public, knowing 
they will receive money for them," 
observed Wesley Brown, president of 
the society. 

"It gives them a feeling of secur- 
ity, because they can work at their 
own pace and not in the competitive 
atmosphere of industry. They can 
feel useful and wanted,'" he added. 

In addition to making products 
for the workshop, the students will 
soon be doing simple manual work 
on a subcontract basis for local in- 
dustries that have begun to show in- 
terest in the program. 

The society supports the program 
with nominal tuition frfom its mem- 
bers and from donations from in- 
terested civic groups and organiza- 
tions in the county.

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U. of I. Food Report 

CHICAGO— Transitional Hvc and, 
wholesale markets this week result 
in generally higher retail meat 
prices, the exceptions being these 
major values: 

Pork loins, butts and spare ribs 
in the fresh lines and bacon in cured 
items; frying chickens and torn tur- 
keys in poultry, and as a spot value 
in beef, blade cut pot roast. 

Fresh produce markets ore char- 
acterized by a generally good con- 
sumer price position— with ques- 
tionable quality situations due to 
the aftermath of south and south- 
western storms. Definite values in- 
clude: potatoes, dry onions, midwest 
squash, cabbage, celery, apples, 
small oranges and pears. Continu- 
ing high prices show on snap beans 
and carrots. To command promo- 
tional attention in coming days are 
ncw-arrivaL tangerines, cranberries, 
D"Anjou pears. 

In the egg department, a narrow- 
ing price spread— slightly higher 
on medium size, slightly lower on 
large size — still gives the value nod 
to the smaller grade A whites. 

Higher prices are expected to 
develop for canned foods — although 
this week there is very little change. 
Higher labor, processing and trans- 
portation costs prompt this predic- 
tion rather than the supply (high 
storage) situation. 

The University of Illinois consum- 
er service in its weekly retail food 
summary for the week ending Nov. 
9 notes these /actors in regard to 
cattle, hogs and poultry: 

1. Livestock prices are generally 
stronger at the time when hogs arc 
reaching peak seasonal supplies. But 
there arc weak spots that set up 
the pork loins, butts, ribs and bacon 
values. Beef also firmed, particu- 
larly in steak lines which quote gen- 
erally 10c per pound higher than 
last week's lows, leaving blade cut 
pot roost as the spot value. Lamb 
also is higher, veal unchanged. 

2. In poultry, the fryer value is 
caused by lots of competition at re- 
tail levels. Turkeys, meanwhile, 
moved into higher price patterns 
despite record storage stocks. There 
are , nearly 100,000,000 pounds of 
turkey in storage — up some 47,000,- 
000 pounds over last year. Consid- 
ering the overall situation on hens, 
Beltsville and toms — the latter still 
emerges as the turkey value. 

The U. of I. rates the upward 
price movement in meats as tem- 
porary, however, and reports these 
typical prices showing this week: 

Pork — Boston butts ore feature 
priced from 35c, rib roasts could be 
pegged at 20c depending. on cutting 
methods but_ more generally range 
?35-30c. Meatier loin ends range 
mostly 45-49c. Center cut chops 
quote 75-79c in many stores. Spare 
ribs quote a bargain 43c price. Top 
line bacons range 59-65c value level, 
hams again quote higher 55-50c for 
whole smoked, small smoked Boston 
butts 75c, and picnics usually from 
39c. 

Beef — Sirloin and porterhouse 
steaks quote generally higher by 
10c per pound, respectively 89c and 
9Bc. Round steak quotes higher, 
too, ranging 69-79c generally. Roasts 
move up, with blade cut pot roast 
the exception at 39c to become a 
spot value, although the general 
Chicago market quotes 45-49c. 
Other roasts price up accordingly. 

Dairy — Higher milk prices arc 
talked of, although the Chicago milk 
shed situation is reported as "sur- 
plus." Supplies of large eggs in- 
crease and prices decline an average 
2c dozen. Medium sized eggs arc 
the relative consumer value. 

Groceries — Peas, tomato juice and 
cream style corn are the top values.
